“We've been told we need at 
least 300 more sign-ups,” Paulk

Currently, he said the water 
authority has approximately 715 
people signed up for the water 
project with some of those com- 
ing from across the county line. 
In Coffee County, alone, he said 

“there are dbout 650-675 people 


signed up. 


Matt Mobley, project engi- 
neer, said the area with the-most 
customers ‘is: District 4,.and the 
Fairview. area has the ‘fewest 
sign-ups. 

“Right now, raising the rates 


_is not an option,” said Mobley. 


“We ‘will probably have. to cut 
back some of the sign-ups if we 
don’t get the additional 300,” 

~ He Said it is very:important 
for the county commission, vol- 
unteer fire departments and citi- 
zens to encourage people to sign 
up for the project. Otherwise, 
Coffee County will miss out on 
$2.7 million of free money from 
the government. 

“You don’t know with this 
type of grant money if this kind 
of opportunity will come 
again,” Mobley said. 

David Hicks, project engi- 


heer, said his engineering com- 
pany has done several projects: 


like: the one in Coffee County.
